MILITARY LAND. 
THE BILL UNDER DISCUSSION,

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—The Senate 
to-day commenced the discussion of the bill 
which authorizes the Secrethry of the In- 
terior to ascertain and certify the amount of 
land located with military warrants in the 
States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Arkansas, Louisiana, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Florida, Oregon, Nevada, 
and Colorado, whose enabling acts of admis- 
sion into the Union contain a stipulation for 
the payment of 5 per centum on the sales of 
the public lands therein. It is not known 
how many million dollars this bill would 
take from the Treasury, but the Repre- 
sentatives of the several States named say 
they will not demand in money the $5,000,000 
or $6,000,000 which they think each State is 
entitled to receive, but will be content with 
debt certificates to run twenty years, and to 
bear one cent per day interest on each $100. 
Senator McDonald is engineering the bill, and 
is admirably adapted for the task, as he is 
reticent and concentrative, never falling into 
impulsive errors, and always displaying great 
tenacity of purpose. He did not get an op-

Terrible Explosion—Grave Robbery— 
Railroad Accident. 


Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MONTREAL, Feb. 10.—A terrible boiler ex- 
plosion occurred this morning about 8 o’clock 
in the pulp-mill of the Canada Paper Compa- 
ny’s mills at Windsor, Quebec. The mill was 
a mass of ruins in a shorter time than it takes 
to tell the story, and two men were killed 
outright and ten others more or less serious- 
ly wounded. The names of the killed are R. 
Dunlap and J. B. Ponliet, both workmen in 
the pulp-mill. Mr. William Angus, Manag- 
ing Director of the Company, says the dam- 
age is to the pulpmill alone, and 
that, though it is totally destroyed, 
the paper-mill is intact, and the paper-making 
will be in no way interfered with. A tele- 
gram signed by Mr. Angus tells the manager 
of the mill to spare no expense in succoring 
the wounded and relieving the families of 
those killed outright. The cause of the ex- 
plosion has not ver been vered. 

T y of a man named Alexander 
Campbell has been stolen from a grave at 
the Cemetery of St. Malachie de Ormstown.

The New York Nation blunderingly and 
unwittingly warns Congress against the de- 
monetization of the greenback and the de- 
monetization of the silver dollar, two meas- 
ures to which that paper is intensely devoted 
and in behalf of which it has expended many 
pages of rhetoric. In the last issue of that 
paper, commenting upon the large increase 
of imports and the falling off in the propor- 
tion of our exports, it reaches the following 
conclusions: 
“ Without doubt, however, the country is on 
the road to a change in the foreign-trade bal- 
ance. although this change may not be reached 
for several months, forthe reason that Europe 


It is well to keep in mind the fact that when 
the foreign ex finally turn against us, 
and specie become necessary, gold will 
disappear, and all the beauties of the ‘dollar of 
the fathers’ will be made apparent even to the 
dullest.” P 

The two facts stated are that there is a dan- 
ger that (1) even in few months the balance 
of trade may be changed against the United 
States; and (2) that when this takes place, 
and this country has to export specie, the 
gold will be exported because we have a sil- 
ver legal-tender coin. It is a strange rule 
that does not work both ways. When the 
balance of trade was in our favor Great 
Britain had to send gold to this country, 
though she has no silver; and the Nation 
now complains that when we have to pay our 
balances we will have to export gold because 
we have silver. The fact is, that Great 
Britain could export gold to this country to 
pay balances due us, and that France could 
do the same, because both countries have, 
exclusive of gold, an all-sufficient supply of 
legaltender debt-paying money,—the one 
paper and the other silver,—and, therefore, 
there was no danger of drain or of a scarcity 
of legal-tender money in either country. 
The exports of money by all countries in 
payment of balances are always in gold, 
and the flow of gold to and from this country 
has no more connection with the fact that 
our silver dollar is a legal-tender than it has 
with the earthquakes in Central America. 
The gold went out from this country down 
to 1877 becanse the value of our exports did 
not equal the value of our imports and the 
amount of our interest payments in Europe, 
Since that time our imports of merchandise 
have decreased, the value of Our exports, has 
increased, and our bonds have been sent 
home and the interest thereon is not now 
paid abroad, The Nation pow warns the 
country that the balance of trade is about 
to’ be reversed; that we are importing mer- 


chandise in excess of our exports. and that 


in a few months we will have to pay 
the balance in gold. All this is true; 
but suppose that, before this takes place, 
Congress, at the request of the Nation and 
its confederate organs of Wall street, shall 
» demonetize the $46,000,000 of greenbacks 
and the $50,000,000 of legal-tender silver,—in 
what condition will the country be to meet 
the change in the balance of trade ? 

Now, whether the gold remain with us or 
go from us, the country will have a supply of 
legal-tender money, including greenbacks, 
and standard silver dollars, and subsidiary 
silver, amounting to about 840 000,000. 
There will be no scarcity; the money will be 

sufficient to supply all domestic exchanges, 
and there will be no contraction, no strin- 
gency, no difficulty in finding currency with 
which to meet all debt-obligations.

France fortifies and 
protects her people against the crushing 
calamity of a famine of debt-paying money 
by the abundant supply of silver and gold 
legal-tender money. Germany, which has 
attempted to establish an exclusive gold 
standard, still retains a supply of some hun- 
dred millions and more of legal-tender silver, 
Nowhere outside of the United States is 
there any Government, or any respectable 
body of financial men, or any body of news- 
papers, so blind to the plainest considera- 
tions of fact as to propose that the legal-tend- 
er money of the country—the debt-paying 
money of the people—shall be limited and 
contined to gold. Until the Nation and its 
confederate organs of Wall street can first 
show an instance of such supreme folly on 
the part of any other commereial people it 
cannot expect the idiotic policy to find ac 
ceptance in this country.

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

Since it has now become evident thata 
considerable party in Congress intends to 
set up the Monroe doctrine as a basis of 


| opposition to the construction of an inter- 


oceanic canal across the Isthmus of Panama 
bya French company, it is important that 
every one should acquire as clear a notion as 
is possible of the character, force, and bear- 
ing of that doctrine. 


ln his annual message to Congressin De- 
cember, 1823, President Monroe stated cer- 
tain general principles which have since 
been accepted by all parties as the policy of 
this Government in relation to foreign rule 
on the American Continent, modified, of 
course, by the interpretation put upon Mr. 
Monroe’s declaration and the circumstances 
to which that declaration was to be applied. 
The principles laid down by the President 
were called forth by the pending proposition 
for the settlement of the Northwest bound 
ary, which was to determine the relative 
possessions of Great Britain, Russia, and the 
United States. The most significant of Mr. 
Monroe’s utterances were the following: 

In the discussions to which this interest has 
given rise,and in the arrangements by which 
they may terminate, the occasion has been 
judged proper for asserting, as a principie in 
which the rights and interests of the United 
States are involved, that the American Con- 
tinents, by the free and independent condition 


henceforth not to be considered as subjects for 
future coionization by any European Powers. 

“ Weowe it, therefore, to candor and to the 
amicable relations existing between the United 
States and those Powers to declare that we shall 
consider any attempt on their part to extend 
their system to any portion of this hemisphere as 
dangerous to our peace and safety. With the 
existing colonies or dependencies of any 
European Power we have not interfered and 
shall not interfere. But with the Governments 
who have declared their independence and 
maintained it, and whose independence we have 
on great consideration and on first principles 
acknowledged, we could not view any interpo- 
sition for the purpose of oppressing them or 
controlling in any other manner their destiny by 
any European Power in any other light than as 
the manifestation of an unfriendly disposition 
towards the United States. 

Our poliey in regard to Europe, which was 
adopted at an early stage of the wars which 
have so long agitated that quarter of the globe, 
nevertheless remains the same, which is not to 
interfere in the internal concerns of any of its 
Powers; to consider the Government de facto as 
the legitimate Government for us; to cultivate 
friendly relations with it,and to preserve those 
relations by a frank, firm, and manly policy, 
meeting in all instances the just claims of every 
Power, submitting to injuries from none. But 
in regard to these continents circumstances are 
emineutly and conspicuously different. It is 
impossible that the allied Powers should extend 
their political system to any portion of either 
continent without endangering our peace and 
happiness; norcan any one believe that our 
Southern brethren if left t themselves would 
adopt it of their own accord, It is equally im- 
possible, therefore, that we should behold such 
interposition in any form with indifference.”’ 

The application of these general principles 
toany doubtful assertion of foreign power 
over any portion of the American Continent, 
or to any possible interposition of a European 
Government in matters that concern estab- 
lished American Governments, depends in 
part upon the scope which is given to Mr. 
Monroe's declarations, and in part upon the 
éircumstances of the apprehended interfer- 
ence in affairs regarded as exclusively 
American, There is, consequently, ample 
room for differences of opinion and lively 
controversy among those who are practically 
agreed upon the maintenance of the Monroe 
doctrine as a National policy. 

There are two views to be taken of the 
principles laid down by Mr. Monroe. They 
may be regarded as having a direct applica- 
tion to the circumstances that suggested 
their utterance, oras a broad and progressive 
policy looking to the eventual expulsion of 
European Powers from the Western Conti-

independent South American Government 
known as the United States of Colombia, 
logically involves the ultimate extinction of 
all European foothold upon the American 
Continents. If the policy of the United 
States Government requires thatat no time 
and under no circumstances shall any Gov- 
ernment of Europe assert any sovereign 
right over any part of the two Americas, 
then it is not with France, nor with a busi- 
ness-enterprise undertaken by a French com- 
pany, that the assertion of such policy should 
be begun. Great Britain exercises a sover- 
eign control over 3,000 miles of American 
frontier, Spain governs the American islands 
of Cuba and Porto Rico with an oppression 
that discriminates directly against the United 
States. Canada is geographically and sym- 
pathetically closer to the United States 
than any other part of the continent not em- 
braced within our own Government. If the 
Monroe doctrine contemplates ulteriorly a 
denial of European rights, even to the extent 
of protecting a company of capitalists in a 
commercial enterprise, then the United States 
should first say to Great Britain and Spain to 
withdraw their flags from the Western conti- 
nents; tell them they have worn out their 
welcome; remind them that the New World 
demands absolute independence of the Old; 
and warn them that no sembiance of Euro- 
pean authority will longer be. tolerated in 
North or South America, Is the United 
States Government prepared to take this po- 
sition? Is it politic or desirable to make 
suchan issue? Whatever the answer may 
be, it is certain that the policy of excluding 
all European Governments from all authori- 
ty in the Americas should not be inaugurated 
by a demonstration against the French, to 
whom, next to the aspirations and courage of 
the American people, the Republic of the 
United States owes its freedom and inde- 
pendence. 

It is not to be denied that the construction 
of an Isthmus canal by a French company 
will make it the duty of the French Govern- 
ment to protect that company in its rights, 
and will even afford the opportunity for 
creating such differences between the Colom- 
bian Government and the canal company as 
would warrant the Government of France in 
asserting its sovereignty for compelling the 
United States of Colombia to subject itself 
to French mple or French dictation. At the 
same time it is not apparent what interest 
France or the French company would find in 
bringing about an exclusion of American 
rights in the canal. The United States 
would furnish so important a part of the 
business for an interoceanic canal that its 


‘owners and the Government protecting them 


would be naturally disposed to favor and en- 
courage American patronage. The Ameri- 
cans have also other refuge besides the 
Monroe doctrine; they may become the 
chief owners of. the Lesseps canal by 
subscribing the necessary capital, or they 
may build a canal of their own on the Nic 
aragua route. Finally, it is doubtful whether 
French capital will be forthcoming for the 
completion of the proposed work in the face of 
American hostility to its prosecution. The 
solution of the trouble may be found ina 
compromise, whereby equal and neutral 
rights shall be guaranteed, and an inter- 
oceanic canal constructed by a sort of inter- 
national effort. This was Lesseps’ plan orig- 
inally, and he only designed to go ahead with 
French capital when he found that his 
scheme met with no favor in the United 
States. The position which éhis Government 
holds to the Panama Canal is very analagous 
to that which England held to the Suez Canal, 
De Lesseps built the Suez Canal in spite of 
English opposition, but the English have 
since become large owners of the profitable 
enterprise. Some such result may be reached 
as to the United States and the Panama Canal, 
though it is obviously desirable that it should 
be assured earlier in the day. In any case, 
however, it seems to be premature and II- 
advised to assert the principles of the Monroe 
doctrine in National opposition to the canal 
project, since such a position would involve 
a broader authority than the United States 
Government is ready to assume, and possibly 
lead to eomplications which it is not prepared 
to meet. 

THE BONNET CARRE CREVASSE CLOSED. 

Some days ago the announcement was 
made by telegraph that water in the Missis- 
sippi River in the neighborhood of New 
Orleans had reached the danger line. The 
following items from the New Orleans Pica- 
yune of the 4th inst. indicate trouble: 

“ City-Surveyor Brown yesterday, immediate- 
ly upon the receipt of the dispatch notifying 
him of the break in the levee in front of Caze- 
bonne’s plantation, about seven miles below 
Aigiers, proceeded to the spot and went to work 
repairing the break, and is still down there. The 
crevasse, which at one time threatened to be very 
serious, is about twenty-five feet in width and 
two feet six inches deep. It will be effectually 
closed during the day. 

“ Assistant City-Surveyor Blanchard visited 
the levee in front of the Ursuline Convent in 
the Third District Tuesday morning, and found 
that, for a distance of about 100 yards, the levee 


strengthened 
feet added to the thickness of the levee and the 
outside slope protected by mattress- work would 
prevent the destruction of the embankment.” 
It was regarded in this part of the country 
as very strange that there should be an actual 
danger of overflow in the middle ot win- 
ter, and long before the spring thaw and 
rains have brought down the floods of the 
Ohio and other connecting rivers. We find 
the explanation in the following paragraph 
from the Memphis Avalanche:

THE PONCAS CASE. 

The Secretary of the Interior has recently 
printed some interesting correspondence be- 
tween himself and Mrs, Helen Hunt Jack- 
son (better known by her literary nom de 
plume of H. H.“) relative to the efforts of 
the Ponca Indians to secure sufficient funds 
to prosecute their claims against the Govern- 
ment. In her first letter, dated the 9th ult., 
Mrs. Jackson states the case of the Poncas, 
and intimates to him that, if he approves 
these suits and will make that approval.pub- 
lie, there will be no difficulty in collecting 
the remainder of the funds necessary to ena- 
ble them to prosecute the claim to their lands, 
while if he does ‘not approve of them she 
courteously asks him to give the reasons, 

A week later Secretary Schurz replied, set- 
ting forth that the Poncas cannot maintain a 
suit against the Government, hence it is un- 
necéssary to waste any money in employing 
counsel, His first reason is that an appeal 
from Judge Dundy’s habeas corpus decision 
can proceed only from the Government and 
not from the Poncas, for the simple reason 
that the decision was in fayor of the Indiana. 
His second reason, which concerns their right 
to their old reservation on the Missouri, is 
that the Supreme Court has repeatedly de- 
cided that an Indian tribe cannot sue the 
United States or a State in the Federal 
Courts. Instead, therefore, of collecting 
money for a thing which cannot be done, he 
attaches “‘much more importance to the pas- 
sage of legislation providing for the settle- 
ment of the Indians in severalty. and giving 
them individual title in fee simple, the residue 
of their lands, not occupied by them, to be dis- 
posed of for their benefit, than to all the 
efforts, however well intended, to procure 
judicial decisions which, as I have shown, 
cannot be had.” Mrs. Jackson replies to this 
letter in a peculiarly feminine way, by ask- 
ing the Secretary a multitude of questions, 
every one of which is settled by the position 
taken by Secretary Schurz. She desires a 
more specific answer, and, in the face of the 
impossibility of instituting the suit, asks th 
following curious question: “Jf your ofly 
objection to this movement is the ons dbjec- 
tion which you have stated, e., that it would 
be futile,—can you not say that if lawyers of 
standing are ready to unde: the case, you 
would be glad to see the attempt made in the 
courts and the question settled ?”’ 

Secretary Schurz ad no time in answer- 
ing Mrs. Jackson, ahd in answering so em- 
phatically that itvended the eorrespondence. 
We quote from his “last word” the follow- 
ing extract,which will give the clew to its 
spirit: 

Wit I do object to is the collection of money 
' thropic and publio-spirited persons 
nsibly for the benefit of the Indians; but, in 
fact, for the benefit of attorneys and others who 
are to be paid for again testing a question which 
has been tested more than once, and has been 
decided by the Supreme Court so clearly and 
comprehensively that further testing seems 
utterly futile. You say that there are lawyers 
of skill and standing ready to undertake the 
case, Of course there are. You can find law- 
yers of skill and standing to undertake for a 
good fee any case, however hopeless. That is 
their business, But I am by no means of your 
opinion that, whether it be futile or not, the ex- 
periment should be tried once more, and for 
this purpose the collection of money should be 
further encouraged. It cannot be said in this 
case that if the attempt will not help it will not 
hurt. There seems tobe a most genuine and 
active interest in the Indian question springing 
up. Many sincere friends of the Indians are 
willing to spend time and money for the promo- 
tion of their welfare. Such a movement can do 
great good if wisely guided in the direction of 
attainable objecta, but, if it be so conducted that 
it can result only in putting money into the 
pockets of private individuals without any ben- 
efit to the Indians, the collapse will be as hurt- 
ful as it seems to be inevitable, It will not only 
be apt to end a movement which, if well direct- 
ed, might have become very useful, but will also 
deter the sincere friends of the Indians, who 
contributed their means in the hope of accom- 
plishing something, from further efforts of that 
kind, so that we may find it very difficult, for a 
long time at least, to engage this active sym 
thy again.” | 

In view of the circumstances as stated by 
Secretary Schurz, there can be but one prae- 
tical answer to the efforts of these well- 
meaning but logical philanthropists, and 
that is to suspend the contributions It 
amounts only to the collection of money to 
be wasted upon shysters and lobbyists, whose 
rapacity would not be curbed by the knowl- 
edge that the Indians could not bring suit. It 
would only make them the more eager to get 
the fee, knowing that there was no work to 
be done, In refusing to give his publie ap- 
proval of the sentimental but useless work of 
the philanthropista, Secretary Schurz has 
done good service by showing how com- 
pletely their money will be thrown. away 
upon the pack of lobbyists who are always 
ready to absorb fees, especially, as in | this 
case, where no services would be required of 
them. But even suppose that the suit could 
be brought, and admit, what is in the highest 
degree improbable, that it would result in 
the Indians’ favor,—what then? What more 
would be accomplished than to send 
them back upon their lands, where they 
would inevitably come in collision with 
the advancing waves of emigration and be 
swept off by the white settlers? There 8 
but one practical solution of. the Poncas’ 
case, and that is for the Government to make 
citizens of them, give each head of a family 
a certain area, as it does to white settlers, 
and make his title and that of his successors 
inalienable. The Poncas have earned this 
right. They have always been peaceful In- 
dians and have shown great aptitude for in- 
dustrial parsuits,—more so perhaps than any 
other unsettled tribe in the West. They 
would rapidly adopt the habits and occupa- 
tions of the whites, and become self-support- 
ing and develop into an industrious and iaw- 
abiding community.

This sentence was, ac- 
cording to Spanish usage, signified to the 
counsel for the defense, and the notary of the

TURKISH MISSIONS. 


What the American Missionaries Are 
Doing in the Snitan’s Dominions. 

AINTAB, CENTRAL TURKEY, Dec. 25, 1879.— 
The first American missionary arrived at Con- 
stantinople in 1881; as the operations of 
the Americans have continued from 
that date to the present time without 
interruption, they extend over a period of 
forty-nine years. Much time was spent at 
first in exploring the country, mastering the 
languages of the people, becoming acquainted 
with their manners and customs, and in at- 
tempts, often unsuccessful, to overcome the 
prejudices and fanaticisms of those who 
looked with suspicion on the arrival of these 
strangers from a distant land. 

As soon as possible after their arrival the 
missionaries began to work through the 
press, and they have gone on steadily through 
this department until the business of trans- 
lating, publishing, and circulating their books 
and newspapers has reached large propor- 
tions,—large, at least, for a semi-civilized 
country like Turkey. As no one language is 
used by all the races of Asiatic and European 
Turkey, it has been necessary to prepare 
books in severai different languages,—thus,

THE DAIRY INTEREST. 


NORTHWESTERN ASSOCIATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

HARVARD, III., Feb, 10,--The fourteenth 
annual Convention of the Northwestern 
Dairymen’s Association was opened at Ayer’s 
Hall, this city, at 4 o’clock this afternoon. 
A delay of two hours was occasioned by the 
non-arriyal of the President, W. D. Hoard, 
of Fort Atkinson, Wis. There was a mod- 
erate attendance of dairymen, but to-mor- 
row it is expected that the hall will be filled. 
The Convention was called to order 
by the President. Judge Ayer, of Har- 
yard, delivered the address of welcome. 
George E. Gooch, of Chicago, made a re- 
sponse to the Judge’s genial welcome. Presi- 
dent W. D. Hoard, of Fort Atkinson, Wis., 
delivered the annual address. He spoke en- 
r Dai en’s 
Assoc n. He could but deplor fact 
that interest in these mee has of late been 
on the wane, To avert its dangers Asso- 
ciation should ‘provide for the constant 
breaking of new ground. New questions are 
arising, and they require our attention. 
Something should be done to promote a 
more thorough vol yar ye wr of the dairy in- 
terest. The gro of dairies in the North- 
west since 1872 has been wonderful 
not only in extent, but in character and 
regulation. Last year Northwest 
produced not less than 100,000, 000 
poses of cheese: now this is about $8,000,- 
The value of the butter produced was 
as much more. Mr. Hoard thinks the Ameri- 
can cheese manufacturers wholly responsible 
for the lack of. home consumption. The 
American 3 like good cheese if they 
can get it. They will eat ten pounds of good 
cheese where they will eat one of poor. We 
alone are to blame for making a poor skim 
cheese disgust European appetites. 
Another hindrance to foreign consumption 
is the unjust and oppressive exaction of our 
National Tariff laws. It is time the dairy- 
men of the United States asked relief in 
Congress. It is to be hoped this Convention 
will take ste for . this state of 
affairs. before attention of Congress. Mr. 
Hoard suggested that a committee should be 
selected to prepare a memorial on the sub- 


ject.

The Academy of Sciences held its regular 
monthly meeting last evening at No. 263 
Wabash avenue, Prof. Babcock in the chair. 
After some preliminary business of the 
routine type, the President announced the 
scientific topic for the evening’s discussion, 
„Local Meteorology,” and invited individual 

arks on that rather interesting subject. .. 

‘Prof. Hough referred to the general sub- 
ject of meteorology as one of great interest 
to society, though even at the present day it 
could not be strictly said to be a science. As 
to the matter of local meteorology, he wasn’t 
so well versed, not having made it a subject 
of particular study, After some general re- 
marks on the subject of the atmosphere and 
the peculiarities of the various zones, Prof. 
Hough described the general system of winds 
encircling the earth. The next question was, 
whether there was any general law affecting 
these winds. If there were any such law, it 
should be general] in its operation for a given 
time, The results, however, were so various 
that it was impossible to apply any outside 
law to the meteorology of a particular local- 
ity. St. Louis had her Tice, who prognos- 
tiented the weather a month or 80 
ahead, basing his prognostications on 
the unknown planet Vulcan. In a 
conversation with ‘Tice a short time 
ago, the speaker asked how it was that Vul- 
can should affect St. Louis and have no effect 
on Chicago or any other locality successive- 
ly. The question was a poser. [Smiles.] 
The effect of the moon, of course, was to 
make tides, but his own observations coin- 
cided with the mass of observations gener- 
ally,—that the moon had no effect upon the 
weather whatever. As far as it had been 
discovered, there was po relation between 
them. Speaking of the theory of storms, 
Prof. Hough explained that the waves of 
barometric pressure tfaveled from west to 
east, su each other irregularly, at 
the rate of ut thirty miles an hour. 
It had been found the case in all 
storms that the wind moved in towards the 
centre of low presshre and swung around to 
the left,or in a direction contrary to the 
motion of the hands ofa wateh. From the 
known direction of storms and the hydro- 
metric condition of the ** eee the Sig- 
nal Service could always prognosticate the 
appearance of a P 

COLD WAVE IN ANY LOCALITY. 

In Chicago, latterly, the cold wave seemed to 
have been deflected,—a thing which was 
liable to take plare. The telegraphic weather 
reports furnished the newspapers were quite 
accurate in a general way, but not in special 
localities, the Service not haying as yet ad- 
vanced to that point. 

In answer to a question, Prof. Hough said 
the barometric waves traversed the Atlantic 
from west to east, following the ruling direc- 
tion. It had once taken a very cold wave, 
according to observations he had made here 
and similar observations made by a friend in 
Switzerland, sixteen days to vel from 
Albany to that Republic. 

Dr. Jewell said everybody was commonly 
supposed to be able to talk about that favorit 
topic, the weather. He had listened with 
great interest to Prof. Hough’s remar 
especially in view of the effect produ 
by barometric pressure upon health. A 
person suddenly removed grom the level. of 
the sea to a great attitude experienced a 
peculiar languor, which was the effect of 
blood pressure. ‘To-day a person felt weak 
and depressed, but with to-morrow’s change 
in the weather, he felt very much better. 
There was no question but that this feeling of 
languidness differed in accordance with 
degree with which the blood was pressed 
into the nervous centres and the thorough- 
ness, under these circumstances, in which 
the circulation took place. The same differ- 
ence was observ to a degree, under 
climatic changes. ake a person a large 
portion of whose brain or spinal cord was 
the seat of a congestion. The blood-vessels 
were in a relaxed, flaccid state. In such a 


was inevitably made worse in a few hours. 
Under a com ively slight pressu 
the blood-vessels were enabied to contrac 
and expel their overe) wees contents, and 
he became better. Hence 2 pater ase new 
where to send his patients. a patient were 
suffering, as so many people were at times, 
from a not sufficiently active circulation, Dr.

Those in pretty fair health could stay here 
very well. The variations were not very ex- 
treme, but they were rather rapid, especially 
in temperature, and, to a certain extent, in 
barometric pressure. He did not consider it 
a good climate for cases of internal disor- 
der of the brain and spinal cord, and, to a 
certain extent, the lungs. Chicago’scl 
on account of its extraordinary changes, 
medically speaking, was exceedingly bad for 
catarrhal affections. For six months in the 
year it was-so fierce and rigorous and the 
changes so rapid that the entire body suf- 
fered the greatest possible exposure, 
SUCH EXPOSURE WAS ESPECIALLY SEVERE 
on the great fifth pairof nerves, unless one 
protected himself by wearing a beard. No 
other part of the y, in fact, was so much 
exposed to the rigor of this changeable 
climate as the face and its underlying and 
extremely delicate network of netves.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Rio, Wis., Feb. 9.—Having observed occa- 
sional inquiries in the columns of Tux Tun 
UNE as to theapplication of salt as a fertil- 
izer, and its effects upon wheat,—and as our 
“Rio Farmers’ Club” have recently had 
that subject under consideration,—I. send 
you a copy of their proceedings, from the 
columns of the State Register of Feb.@. The 
land upon which the salt has been used, and 
covered by the report, is a sandy loam upon 
a clay and gravel subsoil. Salt has been 
used in this section with beneficial results 
for the past thirteen years, and is fast com- 
ing into general use.

RIO FARMERS’ CLUB. 

At the weekly meeting of this club on Sat- 
urday, Jan. 31, the subject of Salt as a Fer- 
tilizer being under consideration, much 
interest was taken in the statements of those 
present who had had experience in its @se. 

Mr. Seth Allen opened the discussion by 
fpiving his experience in the use of salt upon 
1is land: and stated that he had first used it 
on his farm eight years ago, and that it added 
fully 50 per cent to his yield of wheat that 
year. hat for a year or two thereafter he 
did not use salt, on account of the cost; but 
that he became thoroughly satisfied thata 
free use of salt was indispensable to the suc- 
cess of his farming operations; and that he 
has used it every year since, resultin 
in inereased erops of grain of improvec 
quality,—his wheat from salted land never 
grading below No. 2, while that from unsalted 
land was inferior in both quality and quan- 
tity. At first he had used at the rate of one 
barrel of salt to three acres, but now uses one 
barrel to two acres. 

Other members, in giving their experience 
and observation, fully corroborated all that 
Mr. Allen had said in behalf of the use of 
salt as a fertilizer: and, after a full considera- 
tion of the subject, the conclusions arrived 
at were as follows: | 

That salt has the property of hastening the 
maturity of all grain-crops; that wheat on 
salted land will ripen six to ten days earlier 


than on unsalted land, all other conditions . 


being equal. 

That it increases the yield from 25 to 50 
per cent. That it stiffens the straw, and 145 
vents rustandsmut. Thatgit checks, If it 
does not entirely prevent, the ravages of the 
ehinech-bug; and that theme is no danger of a 
man's pocket permitting him to put too 
much salt upon his land, as tw barrels per 
acre will injure no grain-crop. 

In answer to questions as to.the best time 
and mapner of W salt, as also the proper 
quantity to use, the following answers were

fall or sprmg plowing, as the after-stir- 
ring ef the land 9 in its equal distribu- 
tion through the soil.

The quantity used may be from 150 to 300 
pounds per acre; but the greater quauitity is 
the better.

From the above table we see that we Would 
have 2,326 men who have been instructed in 
the use of artillery (a less number of: men 
than there are policemen in the City of New 
York), which fh the event of a war could be 
made available at any point on the coast 
within three days’ time. We have plenty of 
powder for small arms on hand, and about 
7,000,000 cartridges in store. e have also 
27,000 improved Springfield arms on hand. 
Gen. Sherman says, however, we ought to 
have 200,000 Springfield muskets, so that if it 
should become necessary, as undoubtedly it 
would in case of war, to increase the army 
suddenly to over 50,000 men, we would not 
be obliged to purchase arms from private 
manufacturing companies,—the Winchester, 
Colt, and Providence Tool Companies. The 
guns that would be obtained from 
such companies, although of the same 
calibre as Government Springfields, yet 
owing to the difference of their ejectors sep- 
arate ammunition would have to be pur- 
chased for each kind, and the whole capacity 
of the companies named would have to be 
pushed to the utmost to equip from 50,000 to 
100,000 men. The situation that the Govern- 
ment found itself in during the Virginins 
coinplications with Spain it would find itself 
in again if a foreign war should s enly be 
precipitated. At the time of the Virginitis 
affair Gen. Grant, then President, found from 
the War Department reports furnished him 
that it was barely possible, with the resources 
at hand, to equip thoroughly 50,000 men with 
100 rounds of ammunition per man, and even 
it would have to be done with arms of sev- 
eral different calibres. It might be said in 
connection with the use of ammunition by 
our troops in battle, the prom : Supply of 
which often decides a battle, Maj. Reno’s 
battalions of the Seventh Cavalry, at the bat- 
tle of the Little Big Horn, although number- 
ing less than 300 men, expended 38,000 rounds 
of ammunition, or about 126 rounds per man. 
The actual firing in this fight lasted less than 


six hours.

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MICHIGAN UNIVERSITY, 


The “ University Palladium „ for 1880 
—College Secret es— Professors 
as Authors—Summary of. the Stu- 
dents. | 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Feb. 10.—The Univer- 
sity Palladium for 1880, the publication of 
which has been long delayed, will make its 
appearance next week, it is now positively 
announced. The Palladium isthe annual 
publication of the college secret societies, 
and in its contents is similar to the pwblica- 
tions which college-fraternities in all the 
leading universities now annually issue. 
Tue TRIBUNE correspondent was permitted 
to examine the advance-sheets, from which 
some information has been ‘extracted. ‘The 
Palladium has been enlarged this year to 
160 pages, and several new and interesting 
features have been added. Among the latter, 
the most important isa history of college 
secret societies, comprising some general re- 
marks upon their origin and growth: fol- 
lowed by a condensed history of each frater- 
nity represented at present in Michigan 
University. 

Phi-Beta-Kappa, established at William 
and Mary College in 1776, was the first college 
secret society in the United States, buteas 
since become an open society. From the 
foundation of the Kappa-Alpha, at Union 
College, in 1825, the coliege-fraternity system 
has steadily grown, and has now become a 
leading and important peculiarity of Ameri- 
can colieges,—the somewhat similar but 
widely different institutions in German uni- 
versities alone furnishing, anything like a 
counterpart. Within a comparatively few 
years the Sigma-Phi, Delta-Phi, Alpha- 
Delta-Phi, Psi-Upsilon, Chi-Psi, Delta-Kappa- 
Epsilon, and Zeta-Psi were founded, and 
branches established in different colleges. 
The movement spread to Western colleges, 
in which Sigma-Chi, Beta-Theta-Pi, and Phi- 
Kappa-Psi have their origin. 

The extent and rapidity of the growth of 
college-societies has been the more surpris- 
ing from the determined opposition they 
have very often met from doliawe-Facuitien 
They enroll a membership to-day of over 25,- 
000 persons, including a large number of 
college-Presidents, prominent educators, and 
men eminent in letters, polities, science, the- 
ology, in the professions, and in business,— 
in fact, in every walk © ‘ 

The history of these societies here is inter- 
esting, from the determined effort which was 
made to exterminate them. The Faculty be- 
gan a movement against them in 1846, and in 
the following year expressly pledged all stu- 
dents entering the college not to join any of 
the fraternities,—expecting thus to starve 
them out of existence. The societies stil! initi- 
ated members; and the Faculty, upon making 
the discovery, expelled several members, who 
were afterwards reinstated upon the promise 
of the fraternities that they would initiate 
no more students. But still the societies 
flourished. In 1850 twenty-two members 
were accordingly expelled. Public attention 
was attracted to the subject, and the Regents 
and Legislature took the matter up and in- 
vestigated. The students brought their case 
to a successful termination, and in 1852 all 
opposition ceased, neveragain to be resumed. 

he Society Wär, as it was then and has 
since been known, left two important re- 
sults: it made the election of Regents a pop- 
ular one, and was indi the cause of the 
abolition of the close su ision of the Fac- 
ulty over the students.

Judge Tuley yesterday afternoon decided 


the case of Andrew Grove . Mrs. A. H. 


Robinson, Harry Robinson, and Thomas J. 

This was a bill filed by Grove to set 
aside a mortgage made by Mrs. Robinson to 
him to secure the payment of a note for 
$2,000, and to recover the money. According 
to his statement he came here Nov. 20, 1878, 
with $2,000, and was met at the depat by a 
runner for thé Robinson hash-house, who 
took him in tow. He was soon entrapped by 
the seducing wiles of the widow, 
and, while giving a detailed account 
of the history of his seventy-five years of 
lite, casually mentioned that he had 
$2,000 to invest. She propoged that he should 
lend it to her for a year at 10 per cent inter- 
est, she giving a mortgage on her property 
on Third avenue. Somehow a lawyer named 
Thomas J. Wells happened in just then, and 
the business was pushed through so expe- 
ditiously that the note and trust-deed were 
made out the same day, and Grove relieved 
of his money. Then Mrs. Robinson began 
to be more chary of her smiles and blandish- 
ments, and soon began abusing him so, as he 
claimed, that he was obligéd to get out. 
When he came to examine his securities he 
found that the note provided that, if Mrs. 
Robinson did not find it convenient to pay 
within a year, she might have more time, 
and it also provided that at his death the 
money, after pay his funeral expenses, 
was to go to her, or, in case of her death, to 
her son. He was also informed that se- 
curity was quite insufficient to secure him. 
This looked like a swindle, and he then filed 
a bill charging that the defendants had con- 
spired to cheat him; that Wells, the lawyer? 
had read one note to him without these ab- 
surd conditions, and then given him another 
totally different one; that Mrs. Robinson 
had made false representations her 
property was clear, and that her son had 
also been party to the transaction. The de- 
fendants one and all claimed that the bar- 

ain. was quite fair and honest, and had 

n carried out just as it was made. 

The Judgesaid the presumption of law was 
that all parties were competent to contract 
until the contrary was shown. The law did 
not undertake to give men brains. The pre- 
— peor also was that men were innocent 
until proved guilty. a that Grove 
was an illiterate man, got Wells to read 
the note to him. An honestman would have 
told Grove to get his own lawyer, so as not 
to take advantage of an old or feeble- minded 
man. The case rested on one side on the 
testimony of Grove and one Williams, 
on the other on Mrs. Robinson, her 
son, and TI. Wells, all interested 
parties. But Williams was entirely dis- 
interested, and he testified that the note 
when read to Grove contained no conditions 
about deferr payment or giving the 
money to Mrs. binson in case of Grove’s 
death. The circumstances of the case tend- 
ed to show fraud. On the one side a feeble- 
minded old man, on the other a sharp busi- 
ness-woman, able to hold her own against 
almost any man. Her property was covered 
by a trust-deed given to secure $7,000 which 
had been paid her if she would not publish 
certain damaging letters. If she did pub- 
lish them shé was to repay the money. e 
fact that Wells, her attorney, was charged 
with misreading the letter was a badge of 
fraud.

THE FIDELITY. 
In the case of the Fidelity Savings Bank 
the Receiver yesterday filed a petition stating

JIM KEENE. 


His Speculations in Grain and Produce 


Operates in Stocks. 
“Gath’s” New York iar Cincinnati Enquirer, 


It is generally believed in New York that 
James R. Keene, the stock speculator, has 
been a loser of $2,500,000 in wheat and produce 
investments in the West. He was One of the 
first men among the Wall-street speculators 
to find anew avenue for gambling in grain 
and produce certificates. You know how the 


scheme is worked. 9 
There is a large commission produce house 


in Chicago with a resident agent in New 


York, just oppost the Stock-Exchange. You 
go into this agent’s office and give him an or- 
der for 1,000,000 pounds of pork and 2,000,000 
bushels of grain, to be bought at the current 
price. You put up a certain amount of mar- 
gin. say $3,000 to $5,000 on this purchase, so 
as to secure your broker and his principal 
against a losson the purchase, and guarantee 
their commissions, which are, perhaps, one- 


fourth of 1 per cent. 

You buy your wheat, perhaps, at $1 a 
bushel and your pork at seven cents a pound. 
The New York broker at once telegraphs 
Chicago to make the purchase, and in the 
course of two or three hours along comes a 
certificate by telegraph that the purchase has 
been made and lies subject to your.order. 

Then you stand off and watch the Chicago 
quotations. Meanwhile you go around 
among your friends and tell them, as a special 
point of information, that there is very little 
wheat in Chicago, and searcely any pork to 
speak of, and that —1 are the best things in 
the country to invest in, as there is certaiy to 
be a rise. Through whatever agencies Fou 
control, you spread the report of an alarming 
scarcity of wheat and pork in the West, and 
express the belief that perhaps after a while 
the human race will have to chew its knuck- 
les. The greatest 8 nee a ? 
sausage-men, and people in market loo 
livid over their lard. In this way, and 
from natural causes, and perhaps from a 
freak of the market, wheat goes up 10 cents 
a bushel and ps one cent to two cents a 
pound. ty f you can by telegraph order 
the sale of the whole of your produce, you 
have got on a rise of 10 cents, witha pur- 
chase of 2,000,000 bushels, a profit of $200,000 
on your grain. and with a rise of two cents 
on 1,000,000 pounds of pork, a profit of $20,- 
000 on your pork. Paying one-foufth of 1 
per cent to the broker, he makes $550 out of 
you, besides the cost of telegraphing. 

But, on the other hand, suppose that your 
2 000 bushels of wheat fell to 90 cents in- 
stead of go up to $1.10, and that your 
pork dropped five cents instead of going 
up to nine. Then you will be loser to the 
amount of $220,000 on the. two * 
and, of course, your broker comes forwarc 
and says: “I want more margin from you,” 
and if you 2 it up he will confiscate 
what money you have left in his hands, and, 
perhaps, sue you for the balance after he has 
sold out, or says he has sold out, what you 
bought. 5 

Now, Mr. Keene, it is understood, did this 
very thing on a tremendous scale, and for 
some time with a-certain fortitude or ob- 
stinacy of nature he assisted to hold up the 

rices, so that large numbers of vessels were 

ying at the wharves in New York unwilling 
or unable to load up with grain and pro- 
visions at the artificial prices maintained by 
just such speculators. But there was a power 
sure to sell and to ship at lower rates, conse- 
quent upon the enormous harvests and 
herds, and it was out of the power ofa 
single man, or even a combination of men, to 
keep the prices from -slipping down, so that 
at last Mr. Keene had to sell out his pes 
magazines of wheat, pork, etc., at a huge 
round loss, and the only persons who had 
made much, if anything, by hi’ process, were 
those who closed their speculation at the 
me ov tee possible rise of prices. 
et, on some accounts this kind of specu- 
lation is more desirable than railroad stocks 
or corporation bonds. geographer 
and statistician might be able to know, ap- 
proximately, the correct relation between the 
supply of food in the Northwest and the ex- 
say consumption in Europe and our East. 
fet even there, as in the case of the rail- 
roads, the powerful magnates, such as the 
elevator men and the railroad men, might 
manipulate prices. 

Mr. James Keene, though he has been suc- 
eessful here, has, on the whole, taken no 
higher rank than that of an individual look- 
ing for money. Ile has not connected him- 
self, like Gould, with any material or con- 
structive scheme, nor assisted to — stability 
to real things. His domain is bounded by 
what he can make, either buying or selling. 
While he has almost a hypochondriac tem- 
perament, he is yet disposed frequently to be 
a bull, and stake handsomely on better times 
and results. He can hardly be said to be 
3 11 in New York. His most recent am- 
sition is on the social line, and itaffords some 
amusement to observers. I heard a lot of 
voung chaps, a féw nights ago, relating, cor- 
rectly or incorrectly, Keene’s manner of in- 
strueting his broker: 

„Mr. Bocock ? ” 

“Yes, Mr. Keene,” says the broker, rub- 
bing his palms together like a truly good 
man, 
win go and buy me 5,000 shares of 

rie!’ 

“Yes, Mr. Keene,” rubbing his hands over 
each other meantime in the most mealy man- 
ner, Thomas, go out and buy me 5,000 
shares of Erie.“ 

Mr. Keene, in a lost and melancholy way, 
falls a moment into contemplation, and then, 
forgetting how much time has elapsed, says: 
e** Bocock 1” 

“Yes, Mr. Keene,”—making meal of his 
hands again. 

Where's that boy, Bocock ?” 

He has not came back yet, Mr. Keene.”

Pictures of Ireland’s Ter 
tress—Starving to Death. 


% Afraid to See His Ohildren— Hunger and 
Hopeless Sadness in the West.

It would be impossible to give space to the 
hundreds of appeals for aid from various 
parts of Ireland published in the Dublin 


journals from the 20th to the 24th of Janu- 


ary. From all parts of the island, and es- 
pecially from the western coasts, the letters 
asking for assistance bring to light a heart- 
rending condition of affairs. Letters from 
parish priests, reports of local committees, 
the descriptions of special’ correspondents 
sent out from Dublin and other cities,—we 
give room for extrdcts from all, and yet we 
can give thus only isolated pictures of the 
terrible calamity that has befallen Ireland. 
AN APPALLING PICTURE. 

A letter from Clifden, in the extreme west 
of Galway County, written on the 25d of Jan- 
uary, has been published at Dublin, which 
gives a terrible picture of the position to 
which things have already come all through 
that region: Last evening Clifden presented 
an appalling picture. Crowds of ragged 
famished men and women thronged around 
the doors of the meal-shops clamoring for 
food. Many had waited up all through the 
night in the bitter frost besieging the houses 
of the Relief Committee. Several thousands 
flocked into town during the day demanding 
relief. Several men seized members of the 
Committee, crying: ‘We are starving; we 
must have food!’ The police had to be call- 
ed in to clear the meal-shops of the mob. 
They gathered threateningly around the 
house where the Relief Committee were 
sitting. The Rev. Mr. Corcoran had to 
address them from the window, imploring 


them to give the Committee two hours to ar- 


range. The crowd dis persed for a time. Five 
hundred relief tickets for half a bag of meal 
each were issued during the day. Two hun- 
dred more were issued the previous day. There 
are still applications unprovided for. Knots 
of men and women remained in thestreet un- 
til midnight, though the air was intensely 
cold. The Committee’s resources are how ex- 


hausted. They are £50 in debt for meal. The 


demoralizing influence of relief in charity in- 
stead of work is already making itself pain- 
fully felt. Charity has more than enough to 
do in feeding and clothing school-children 
and helping the sick and aged. The first day 
the new industrial school at Ardbear opened 
over 300 children applied for their breakfast. 
Owing to the want of funds only seventy can 
now be fed. The Sisters of Mercy are giving 
breakfast daily to 120 children, and are doing 
wonders in the way of clothing and nourish- 
ing the sick. Fever has broken out at Carna. 
Four families are stricken down in one 
village. They have no food but what the 
neighbors give for charity.“ The writer add- 
ed that, unless emplovment is provided in 
a fortnight, deaths and disturbances are 
inevitable.“ A very serious incident is also 
reported. The Liverpool Committee of Re- 
lief had forwarded ten tons of Indian meal 
for Clifden, which were being conveyed 
around the coast from Galway in a hook- 
er,” or fish smack.

POVERTY ON THE WEST COAST. 

A special correspondent of the Freeman’s 
Journal, writing rom Oughterard, Galway 
County, says: Even where the little store 
of potatoes was consumed a month ago, 
seeds and all, there was still the price of the 
pig or the proceeds of the handful of oats to 

eep the wolf from the door. Even yet 
there are, as | reckon, three weeks between 
us and a general total failure of food. At 
the present moment, according to the most 
careful calculation I can make after personal 
visitation, there are sixty heads of families 
who rise every morning without knowing 
where they are to get breakfast for their six 
or eight children; who simply exist from day 
to day upon Poor-House relief, or upon the 
charity of neighbors only less wretched than 
themselves. hey share with one another 
like a shipwrecked crew. have seen 
a family of ten dependent for their 
supper upon a little measure of yel- 
low meal bestowed upon them for 
charity by ‘a neighboring man,’ who, three 
weeks hence, will be without his supper him- 
self. Every w will add with — — 
na eye J to the hungry army. By the begin- 
rey March—I — ape’ f pienee myself 
to the assertion—five-sixths of the entire —_- 
ulation of this parish will be absolutely with- 
out the means of existence if they are aban- 
doned to their fate. There are hundreds of 
holdings so denuded of stock that they are 
without a cow, a — or even a pig. There 
is not à feather bed left unpawned outside 
the town. In fifty cabins I did not meet one 
comfortable pair of blankets. Try to realize 
the frightful dead level to which the poops 
have descended when I tell you of one broad- 
shouldered giant who returned from the En- 
glish harvest-fields in 1878 with £9 in his 
pocket, and returned in 1879 on a pauper’s 
relief ticket without a farthing; of two other 
strapping young fellows who came home from 
America two years ago with $200 apiece in 
their pockets, and were, when I saw them, reck- 
oning that they would be starving about the 
middie of February: of one once thriving 
fariner, generally believed, to haye ‘kept a 
stocking,’ whe crawled to the priest to inter- 
cede for him with a Galway trader for a bag 
of meal; of another, who was pouring bless- 
ings on the Oughterard Sisters of Mercy for 
the present of a soldier’s cast-off tunic. For 
God’s sake, let not anybody hug himself with 
the notion that ‘these are creatures of fancy 
and not men of flesh and blood like ourselves. 
Lam overcoloring nothing, and I dare any- 
body who looks beneath the surface to say or 
write otherwise. Most of those who have 
still potatoes to eat are encroaching upon 
their seed, the last morsel of cargo the ship- 
wrecked farnfer will throw overboard, and in 
three weeks will have none left to encroach 
upon. And again let me remind you that in 
Oughterard you only hear, as it were, the 
overture to the full swell of distress in Con- 
nemara, te as I do from bitter re- 
membrance, if ‘bad begins’ that worse 
remains behind.’ At the E of

FEEDING ON CABBAGES ALONE. 

A correspondent of the Freeman’s Jour- 
nal, writ on the 2th of January from 
Rosbeigh nty Kerry, says: On Mon- 
day a preliminary mee of a most prac- 
tical nature was held here, its object being 
to organize a local committee and to ascer- 
tain with certainty the extent and character 
of the distress existing in the district. Dur- 
ing the proceedings a crowd of about 700 
persons had assembled outside the room 
clamo for relief, bearing unmistakable 
signs of hunger, the majority of whom were 
able-bodied men. They consisted of small 
farmers—holding the of from one to 
three. cows, but no cow on the land—and 
laboring men who are ready and willing to 
work for a day’s hire, but can get no work. 
Both classes are equally destitute. It was 
ascertained that about 280 families were in 
distress, each family, on an average, num 
bering about five. Another member of the 
Committee stated that he kmew cases in 
which families consist of seven, eight, 
and nine persons were living on cabbage 
alone for the past week, and eight others on 
a stone of meal fora week. These people hide 
their nakedness all day long in their wretched

corners of the rocky plains, or built up in high 
beds of bog stuff, with deep streams running 
in the furrows between. I found these 
starvling plots loaded with rack- rents which 
would be esteemed merciless in Tipperary. 
But let that pass. I found that stock of any 
sort have disappeared from hundreds of 
holdings, even to the very hens, and that 
whatever little famished mountain cows are 
left are not only absolutely valueless for sale, 
but are literally starving, like their owners, 
for want ot food. I found that the seed oats 
are in many cases gone, and the seed potatoes 
in all places going. I found that kelp 
trade, which was as vital to these people as 
agriculture, has within two years declined 
three-fourths in amount and two-thirds in 
price,—is, in 8 utterly and ho ipsly 
ruined ; that their fishing has been of ud- 
est, and that that, too, has been unfortunate ; 
that the very oyster-dred which used to 
give the people employment has been three- 
fourths destroyed by cupidity of the rich 
proprietor of the fishery. I reckon that 600 
families at the least will in a month have ex- 
hausted their last ounce of food and their 
last chance of raising any, and that at 
least 100 families are already in that 
terrible strait. 
women, and children who were slowly 
wasting for want of food,—upon two meals a 
day, upon one meal a day, and that a hand- 
ful of Indian-meal ‘lent’ by some less 
wretched neighbor, and eaten without a 
drop of milk. Isaw a man prowling over 
dug potato-fields and digging them again for 
a couple of forgotten roots. I saw an infant 
gnawing a turnip and eight little brothers 
and sisters about her without a rag of under- 
clothing. Isaw beds Of stones and sea- 
weed that, if they were in any other country 
of the world, would raise humanity in revolt. 
I saw a sick old woman who could not stand 
up without pulling the roof of the little cir- 
cular shieling made of sods of mold, 
which she herself had. constructed between 
three huge bowlders, answered as walls. 
I saw more than one hovel in the depths of 
the bogs actually built all over with ripping 
bog mold, thatched with heathgrass. I saw 
a family of nine who had noth in the 
world to keep life in them except such peri- 
winkles as they could gatheron the neigh- 
bor stand! And, withal, their peaceful- 
ness, their patience, their resignation, even 
their cheerfulness, is one of the most as- 
tounding things in the world. I have had 
to make a journey oe to midnight alone 
through one of e most necessitous 
regions of Connemara, and the only persons 
I encountered in a distance of nineteen miles 

ere two policemen on patrol and a water- 
alliff watch the rivers. As for their 
cheerfulness, Father Keane questioned a 
widow with five children, who had only two 
meals more of potatoes, and had traveled to 
Galway in vain for credit, how were they to 
live when the potatoes were gone. I will 
never forget the expression of sweet trustful- 
ness with which she said in Irish, looking 
into the priest’s face, ‘Neither God nor you 
Will let the little orphans starve, Aher She- 
mus? A poor old hag, clad in a short and 
ragged red petticoat, and nothing more, met 
us on the road neat Carraroe, and, putting 
out her withered, skinny Band, said, always 
in Irish, ‘Il expect you'll stretch out some 
hand to me, Aher Shemus,’ The priest, with 
that mixture of pathosand good humor which 
it seems to me alone keeps the people from 
going mad, put out his right hand frankly 
and said, There itis; it is as empty as your 
own,’ The poor old thing, as if cheered by 
the sense of suffe shared, shook her old 
gray curls with laughing as she said, witha 
blessing, ‘ Why, then, more is the pity. That 
it mightn’t be so long.’ Amen! 

AFRAID TO SEE HIS CHILDREN. 

Writing from Ardagh, Edgeworthstown, 
County Longford, the Rev. James Reynolds, 
P. P., writes on the 20th of January: In a 
little longer time the 6 yp will be too late, 
and the relief, if granted, will be of little 
avail. The people areinadire distress and 
ask for employment, and we implore you, as 
representatives of the people, to urge their 
demands on the proper authorities. If Long- 
ford Union be scheduled on the list of relief 
loans the amount of drainage employment 
given in this parish will effectually relieve 
the people and drive starvation from our 
doors. That deep and great distress at pres- 
ent prevails in various parts of the union no 
sane man will deny. hat this distress will 
extend and intensify as time goes on is too 
clear to every one acquainted with the coun- 
try. In the northern parts of the union the 
distress is very great already, and the need of 
relief very urgent. In this parish, in which 
the majority of the people were rather well 
to do, the past few weeks’ experience makes 
me very anxious and troubled indeed. In 
one cabin 1 found a father and five chil- 
dren who, for three days, had lived on a 
couple of pints of Indian meal. This man 
was willing to work, but had no employment 
for weeks. Another father of eight in 
family, after a weary walk all day looking 
for work, at night called on me to tell his 
story, and said he was afraid to go home to 
his children whom he had left hungry in the 

rning and not a morsel of food in the 


house. Icould add more cases to my list, 
but these will serve as examples, for the 
truth of which I pledge my personal experi- 
ence. If among the people of Ardagh there 
are instances of such dire pressure, what 
must be the distress in poorer districts. Yet 
we only ask for work, and for the same 
facflities for employment as given in other 
districts not so willing or so able to avail of 
them, The workhouse numbers is not a 
sufficient test of distress, The memory of the 
horrors of 47 will encourage the poor to 
cling to their homes, where,.if they die, the 
neighbors will bury them among their own 
kin, and not crowd them into a nameless 
pauper’s grave. Let me urge you earnest] 

to press our case on the authorities. Facili- 
ties for employment are all that we ask. The 
people are willing to earn their bread. The 
small farmers, straitened in means and dis- 
tressed themselves, are unable to give any
